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^lESSAGE  FROM  SELEXJTMEN 

Certainly  the  largest  item  on  the  Town  Calendar  for 
1991,  both  in  time  and  effort  expended  was  the  revaluation 
of  property  performed  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  between  the  beginning  of  ^ril  and  the 
middle  of  November.  During  that  period  every  property  in 
Dorchester  was  inspected  at  least  once  and  in  seme  cases 
two  or  even  three  times.  Taxpayers  were  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  review  proposed  assessments  with  the 
appraisers  in  October,  and  to  point  out  relevant  factors'" 
missed  by  theoa.  Some  appropriate  adjustments  were  made 
after  these  conferences.  As  the  values  became  official, 
19  timely  requests  have  been  received  for  abatement.  All 
these  requests  have  been  carefully  considered  and  in  4 
cases  relief  was  granted.  We  now  have  in  place  an  assess- 
ment systan  and  manuals  which  will  be  the  basis  of  our  tax 
levies  for  the  forseeable  future.  We  eure  pleased  that  a 
great  deal  of  hard  work  locally  in  establishing  more 
accurate  mapping  information  than  we  previously  had,  saved 
us  over  twenty-five  hundred  dollcirs  of  the  estimated  cost 
of  this  project. 

Our  house  fire  protection  arrangement  has  settled 
down  into  a  workable  system  with  both  departments 
furnishing  protection  having  maps  clearly  delineating 
areas  of  primary  responsibility  and  available  sources  of 
water.  Fortunately  only  one  call  was  needed  frcm  Town 
Meeting  to  the  end  of  1991,  when  Rumney  was  called  on  a 
car  fire  on  Rte.  118.  Canaan  was  not  called  at  all,  but 
has  had  one  call,  a  chimney  fire,  already  in  1992. 

We  also  started  \ihat  we  hope  will  beccme  a  long  term 
program  to  in5)rove  our  paA^ed  and  unpaved  roads.  We  have 
decided  it  is  cost  effective  to  use  the  more  expensive 
surfacing  as  was  used  on  River  Road  and  Bickford  Woods 
because  of  the  longer  life  to  be  expected.  We  would  hope 
the  program  can  te  followed  for  the  next  several  years 
with  one-half  mile  to  one  mile  of  new  paveoiient  being  added 
each  year.  The  unpaved  roads  will  be  widened,  regraded 
and  filled  as  appropriate.  Ditch  lines  will  be  reworked 


and  the  banks  cleared  to  permit  better  drying. 

There  Eire  so  many  people  who  have  helped  make  the 
Town  work  this  past  year  as  there  have  been  in  the  past, 
are  in  the  present  and  we  hope  will  be  in  the  future. 
Even  in  this  time  of  ecxanomic  difficulties  this 
volunteer  ism  helps  us  to  keep  spending  under  budget. 

Finally,  we  regret  losing  our  colleague  Brian  Howe  as 
a  monber  of  the  Board.  His  judgment  and  experience  have 
been  invaluable  to  us  and  we  will  miss  him.  We  wish  him 
w^ll  in  his  new  position  as  "The  Major".

There  were  five  noticed  meetings  of  the  Boeurd  during 
1991,  all  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  At  the 
year's  first  meeting,  CSiairman  Kenneth  "Barley"  Jfeckro 
resigned  frcm  the  Board.  Maureen  Taylor  Blanch  was 
elected  to  replace  him  as  Chairman,  Larry  Russeau  was 
elected  Vice-ChairraEui  and  new  meniber,  Evelyn  Young,  was 
elected  secretary. 
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There  were  five  applications  for  variances  during 
the  year.  One  was  granted  without  noticed  hearing  as 
being  within  the  protective  period  of  State  Law  for 
changes  of  restrictions.  One  application  was  granted, 
one  granted  conditionally  and  one  was  denied.  One 
application  was  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
addition,  one  property  owner  declined  to  make  application 
and  was  directed  to  ronove  an  addition  built  without  a 
permit  and  in  violation  of  the  Land  Use  Ordinance. 

This  year's  activity  has  strengthened  knowledge 
among  new  and  old  owners  of  the  terms  of  our  ordinance 
and  the  necessity  of  obtaining  building  permits.

Upper  Valley  is  one  of  9  Regional  Planning 
Ccxnnissions  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  cind  includes 
in  its  manbership  31  towns  cind  cities  in  Grafton  and 
Sullivan  Counties  in  New  Hampshire,  and  4  towns  in 
Vermont.  Services  are  rendered  to  manber  ccwirainities  on 
both  no-charge  and  contract  basis. 

Membership  entitles  a  town  to  obtain  information 
from  the  Oonmission's  extensive  library  of  legal, 
planning  and  local  Ordinance  material  to  use  for  guidance 
or  source  material.  The  professional  staff  is  available 
for  advice  on  problems  in  drafting  or  amending  ordinances 
or  regulations  or  other  matters  which  arise  in  the 
day-to-day  administration  of  the  town.  In  addition,  the 
Commission  affords  a  forum  to  address  regional  issues. 

More  extensive  "hands-on"  or  in-depth  services  are 
avilable  frcm  the  staff  on  either  an  hourly  or  contract 
basis.  These  include  "circuit  rider"  services  to  town 
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boards  or  cxmoissions,  help  in  application  for  and 
administration  of  Coninunity  Development  Block  Grants,  or 
in  coninimity  mapping,  environmental  planning  and  land 
preservat i  on - 


PaU-BAKER  SOLID  WAJ^TE  DISTEIICT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  pursed  a  variety 
of  projects  in  1991.  The  District  ccranittee  continued  to 
evaluate  disposal  options  in  the  region.  In  Decenber, 
after  more  than  a  year  of  negotiations,  the  District 
entered  into  a  long  term  waste  contract  with  Ctonsumat 
Sanco  in  Bethlehem.  The  contract  provides  favorable 
disposal  rates  and  terms  to  meniber  conmunities  wishing  to 
participate.  Runney  transfer  station  will  be  one  of  the 
first  to  take  advantage  of  this  agreonent.  The  District 
views  the  agreement  as  a  large  step  in  developing  a  long 
term,  environmentally  sound  and  econcxnically  feasible 
program  for  the  region's  solid  waste  managooent. 

The  District  also  worked  to  promote  loccLL  recycling 
programs.  Manber  towns  shared  information  on  recycling 
markets,  handling,  facility  design  and  storage.  The 
professional  solid  waste  planner  contracted  frcxn  North 
Country  Council  was  instrumental  in  the  successful 
application  by  Bfuraney  and  Dorchester  for  a  recycling  grant 
which  resulted  in  the  glass  crushing  equijaient  and 
additional  storage  for  glossy  paper,  steel  cans  and 
plastic.  The  District  will  continue  to  praraote  recycling 
in  1992,  and  several  new  programs  are  esqjected. 

The  District  held  its  second  household  hazardous 
waste  collection  day  in  October.  From  the  standpoint  of 
the  amount  of  unwanted  materials  collected  and  properly 
disposed  of,  the  day  was  a  success  but  these  collection 
days  as  presently  arranged  are  an  extrenely  expensive  way 
of  handling  the  problan.  The  District  expects  to  have 
household  hazardous  waste  collection  in  1992,  but  will 
seaurch  for  methods  to  make  it  more  cost  effective.

1991  Report 

In  a  cxDntinuing  effort  to  coKmunicate  more  directly 
with  Grafton  County  citizens,  we  take  great  pleasure  in 
submtting  the  following  report  for  your  information. 

During  the  past  year,  the  County  Nursing  Home  has 
continued  providing  excellent  care  for  approximately  120 
elderly  and  infirm  residents.  In  Nov^nber,  we  opened  a 
unit  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  with 
Alzheimer's  disease  and  similar  afflictions. 

New  projects  were  also  initiated  at  the  County  Farm. 
The  piggery  was  reinstituted  and  a  lilac  nursery  was 
added.  Extra  potatoes  were  planted  for  contribution  to 
food  pantries  throughout  the  county. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  we  were  able  to  reduce 
county  taxes  while  maintaining  necessary  county  services. 
The  Conmissi oners  intend  to  continue  to  hold  the  line  on 
expenses,  but  do  expect  a  modest  tax  increase  next  yecir 
due  to  the  elimination  of  surpluses  generated  by 
uncinticipated  increases  in  nursing  hon^  revenues. 

The  County  has  distributed  fimds  to  local  agencies  to 
prevent  out-of-lrame  placonents  of  troubled  children  and 
youth.  We  also  provide  a  free  Youth  and  Family  Mediation 
Program  in  the  Lebanon,  Littleton  and  Plymouth  cireas. 

The  Board  has  made  great  strides  in  expanding  effort 
to  inform  our  const ituaits  about  county  government.  Tours 
of  county  facilities,  a  mock  trial  for  scImxjI  children  and 
an  open  house  took  place  during  County  Government  Week  in 
April  and  plans  are  underway  for  an  even  broader  program 
for  the  coming  year  (April  5-11).  We  held  a  special 
information  session  for  local  officials  in  Septeadber,  have 
spoken  to  school  and  civic  groups,  and  developed  a  slide 
presentation  to  show  people  what  the  county  does. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  local  officials  and  agencies  and  the 
citizens  for  their  continued  interest  and  cooperation.

We  are  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  report  on 
the  activities  of  ^fescxaraa  Home  Health  Services  for  1991, 
our  twenty-second  yeatr  of  providing  heme  and  coinmmity 
health  care  to  the  residents  of  your  ccMinunity. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  trsnendous  growth  in  the  need 
and  request  for  hcxne  care  services.  Nursing  visits  alone 
have  increased  60%.  We  are  proud  of  our  staff  of  nurses, 
therapists,  honte  health  aides,  hcsnemakers  and  parent 
aides.  Their  experience,  dedication,  cind  skill  in  caring 
for  people  in  their  hemes  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
meet  this  challenge. 

The  Jfeitemal  and  Child  Health  Program  is  available  to 
young  families  in  the  ccnraunity.  This  program  includes  a 
well  child  clinic  with  an  enrollment  of  175  children  0-6 
years  of  age  wiio  receive  immunizations,  physical  exams, 
vision  screening,  and  information  on  nutrition,  dental 
care,  safety,  child  develoF«nent .  Follow-up  hcxoe  visits  to 
some  children  and  families  are  nede  by  nurses  specializing 
in  pediatric  care  and  parent  aides,  to  help  thsm  care  for 
themselves  and  their  children  in  the  nost  productive  and 
positive  way  possible.  This  year  we  have  added  a  Respite 
Qiild  Care  program  available  to  families  enrolled  in  our 
programs. 

CcHnminity  clinics  including  monthly  blood  pressure 
screenings,  routine  foot  care  and  a  yearly  Flu  Vaccine 
clinic  are  also  a  part  of  the  health  promotion  activities 
of  the  agency.  Anyone  is  welcome  to  attend  these  clinics. 

This  yecir  the  professional  staff  has  made  10,056  home 
visits.  In  the  town  of  Dorchester  245  visits  were  made. 
18  individuals  received  services  in  all  programs. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  made  up  of 
community  volunteers,  the  staff  cuid  the  people  who  are 
helped  by  our  care,  a  thank  you  for  your  part  in  making 
our  programs  possible.  We  look  forward  to  working  with 
you  in  the  cc«ning  year.

Fonsssrly  knowii  as  the  Plynouth  Area  Crisis  Services, this 
non-profit  volunteer  organization  provides  assistance  to 
adult  victine  of  donsestic  and  sexual  violencse.  We  serve 
18  towns ^  Alexandria,  Ashland,  Bridgewater,  Bristol, 
C^i^ton,  Ik»rc2iester,  Ellsworth,  Groton,  Ifebron, 
Holdemess,  Lincoln,  Plysouth,  Rianney,  Thornton, 
Waterville  Valley,  Warren  ^  Ifentworth,  and  North  Woodstock - 

The  organization  was  fonaed  in  1981  by  mesnbers  of  the 
conmunity  who  saw  a  need  for  a  group  that  could  provide 
direct  services  to  adult  victims  of  dcaestic  violence. 
Since  that  time,  the  Task  Force's  volunteers  have  provided 
a  24-hour  crisis  line  and  a  variety  of  other  services  for 
victims  of  domestic  and,  since  1988,  sexual  violence.  The 
Task  Force  shelter  oj^ned  in  Septonber  1990  and  has  been 
occupied  consistently  throughout  its  first  year  of 
operation.  Our  volunteers  provide  legal  advocacy, 
easergency  shelter,  transportation,  food,  onotional  support 
services  and  referrals  to  our  clients.  Manabers  also 
coordinate  and  conduct  cosimmity  outreach  programs. 

Except  for  a  moderate  fee  for  those  shelter  residents  who 
can  afford  it,  all  services  are  free  to  all  victims  of 
sexual  or  domestic  violence  in  the  towns  served  by  the 
Task  Force.  Volunteers  and  staff  adhere  strictly  to  NH 
law  (RSA  173-B:21),  idiich  requires  tliat  they  maintain 
confidentiality  with  r^ard  to  persons  served  by  than  and 
files  kept  by  the  organization.  Also,  as  required  by  law, 
(RSA  173~C  Privilege  Bill),  all  information  received  by  a 
volunteer  or  staff  msnber  in  the  course  of  a  relationship 
with  a  victim  is  confidential.  This  law  allows  the  Task 
Force  to  keep  its  location  from  being  made  public.

Because  of  the  reduction  in  federal  funds  received 
for  our  Outreach  Program,  we  are  asking  for  your  continued 
financial  assistance  with  a  modest  increase.

The  Pemi -Baker  Youth  and  Family  Services  Council  is  a 
non-profit  human  service  agency,  formed  in  1990  to  provide 
services^  to  residents  of  the  fifteen  towns  in  the  Plymouth 
District  Court  area.  Its  purpose  is  to  meet  the  needs  of 
youth  and  their  families  by  providing  a  ccmprehensive 
referral  service,  supporting  programs  that  serve  youth  and 
their  families,  and  developing  new  prograias  and  services. 
At  the  present  time,  we  provide  information  and  referral 
services  and  sponsor  the  Challenge  and  Juvenile  Court 
Diversion  Programs.  Except  for  a  moderate  fee  for  the 
participants  of  the  diallenge  Program,  all  services  are 
free. 

The  Challenge  Program  is  a  structured  but  flexible 
curriculum  concentrating  on  adolescent  substance  abuse 
issues.  It  operates  as  an  early  intervention  program  for 
youths  who  are  at  high  risk  cind  hopefully  prevents  the 
progression  of  substance  use/abuse.  Referral  can  be  made 
by  anyone  but  are  generally  made  by  the  courts,  law 
enforcement  officials  and  school  officials. 

The  Juvenile  Court  Diversion  Program  is  an  alternative  to 
traditional  court  processing  by  referring  juvenile 
offenders  (ages  11-18)  to  an  alternative  ccannunity 
program.  Referrals  are  made  to  the  Coordinator  by  the 
Plymouth  District  Court  and  deals  primarily  with  the 
first- time,  non-violent  offender.Ei^diasis  is  placed  on 
making  sure  the  youth  understands  the  conseguences  and  is 
accountable  for  hisA^er  actions.  The  purpose  of  diversion 
is  to  give  youth  in  trouble  a  second  chance.  Through 
diversion  the  juvenile  avoids  a  criminal  record. 

It  is  our  intent  in  1992,  to  expand  the  diversion  program 
to  include  direct  referrals  fran  law  enforcenent  and 
sdiool  officials. 
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
